Dr.  Roh  also  stated 
that  he  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  three  sets  of  these  bills, 
one  set  of  which  he  so  kindly  sendd  to  our  Association.  These 
bills  will  be  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  special  case  provided 
for  War  Script  Money  of  which  we  now  have  quite  a collection, 
and  nearly  all  of  which  have  bean  donated  by  Dr.  Roh  to  our  Asso- 
ciation.
